NEW YOEK, Sept. 22.—The elec- 
tion of Plaisted as Governor of Maine 
is no loDgei qufstioned by the Re- 
publicans. 
They occupy their time 
in trying to explain away the so-called 
telegraphic errois by which the false 
reports of their majorities were made, 
the truth is the^e so called errors 
were deliberate attempts to mislead 
the public as to the result ^nd give 
them time to alter the returns under 
cover of pretended uncertainty in the 
le&ult of the election, this scheme was 
partially defeated by the vigilance of 
the Maine Democrats who discovered 
sufficient discrepancies in time to pre- 
vent a transfer of the Oovernship to 
Davis. In one case a discrepancy was 
detected to the extent of 150 votes 
which was admitted by the Republi- 
cans after its detection. 
The Repub- 
lican press and dispatches have made 
a deliberate mis report of the Green- 
back convention by attempting to 
suppress the fact that out of four hun- 
dred and sixty five delegates 
only 
fifteen voted against endorsing the 
union electoral ticket.

There are

Ex-Governor Bedle, of New Jersey, 
addressed a 
Hancock meeting at 
Chickering Hall to night. 
Political 
interest is mainly centered upon the 
preparations for the great Democratic 
demonstration here, to-morrow night, 
which will undoubtedly surpass any 
previous political display in this city. 
Senator Bayard will be the first speak- 
er in Tammasy Hali,and Hon. Abram 
S. Hewitt, who returned to-day from 
Europe, will open the meeting in 
Irving Hall. 
The Republican sup- 
porters of Hancock will bold a mass 
meeting here on Friday evening. The 
principal address will be made by 
Hon. John W. Forney. 
The enrolled 
membership of the Hancock Republi- 
can clubs, in this State, is now over 
ten thousand. 
There are also several 
clubs in which the pledge does not 
extend to the support of the Demo- 
cratic candidates, but members of 
which refuse to support Garfield and 
Arthur, on the ground of thtir un- 
fitness for high public trusts. 


Among the visitors at the National 
Democratic headquarters to-aight was 
William 
A. Cromwell, one of the 
candidates for Presidential electors 
on the Union ticket in Maine. 
Mr. 
Cromwell said, in relation to the 
Oreenbaek convention at Portland, 
the convention was practically unMii- 
mous in its indorsement of the Union 
electoral ticket. 
The only opponents 
of this action were Solon Chase and 
fourteen other?. 
Eleven were Re- 
publicans, who had voted for Davis 
mnd who had come into the convjen- 
tion for the purpose of opposing har- 
mony. 
They were publicly charged 
with this, and no one of them de- 
nied it.

T h e I^atest A d u l t é r a t i o n . 


The question of oleomargarine, and 
the incidents connected with its dis- 
cussion, hardly disappears from sight 
when information is received of an 
adulteration of butter, instead of the 
manufacture of the article from re- 
fuse grease, that must of necessity be 
productive of injury to the human 
economy. 
The adulteration consists 
of mixing with the product of a cow's 
milk a qnantity of pulverized soap- 
stone. 
It is well known that soap- 
stone is tasteless, or nearly so, and 
when added to, and thoroughly mixed 
in the butter, it is not noticed by the 
person eating the compound. 
The 
adulterating material is added be- 
cause of its extreme cheapness, cost- 
ing but one cent a pound, and its in- 
creasing the weight of the article to 
be sold. 
It is estimated by a large 
dealer in New York that in some 
packages of Western butter received 
the soapitone made up one-seventh 
of the weight, so that the customer 
was swindled to the extent of one- 
seventh of the money paid for th è 
article. 
What with impure milk, 
J adulterated and manufactured butter, 


! adulterated sugar and tea, and adul- 


terations practiced in other articles 
of household consumption, it becomes 
somewhat remarkable that the health 
of the people at large is as good as it 
is. 
Were it possible to reach and 
punish the persons wb& woA injury 
by these adulterations. It would be a 
great benefit, and would be a matter 
of justice to the persons wbose health 
is injured by the fraud» practieed 
upon them by unscrupubu» maau- 
facturers and dealers.
